The white fowl 
la admirable, due to the (act that no 
colored pin-fcathart disfigure the 
dr-saed bird. On tba other hiind the 
white bieadt praaent certain diaad- 
vantagea. such at tha (act that they 
are more eontpicuoua and afford In- 
viting picy to hawka, and ara hard 
to keep clean and praanntabla. 

One Bread Beat. 

A crylif evil In rural poultry hua- 
bandry Is tbs attampt to maintain 
nioit than one bread on tha fapn. 
Ihc eouc yman ihould daflnltely da- 
elda on Ui# bread beat adapted to bta 
cot dttlona »nd then abould work only 
with Ibla v.irlety. The common con 
dsnmatory practiaa of tba farmar it 
ti. i..aliitaii. one breed (or a time and 
rboit when thia breed la proving auc- 
cesflful. an alluring advertisement or 
a snappy b.t of nvwa matter ebarao-

raacta upon the farmara' pockatbook 
and rctuUa In no good.
